To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Crook  and  Willinerbon  U«D.C« 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969* 

During  19^9  the  birth  rate  at  12 «5  per  1,000  estimated  population 
was  well  below  that  of  England  and  Wales  at  16,3  per  1,000  population 
while  the  death  rate  was  well  above  at  15.7  per  1,000  estimated  population 
as  compared-  with  11,9  per  1,000  population  for  England  and  Wales,  These 
figures  generally  reflect  an  aging  population.  Of  the  total  deaths  52.2^ 
were  attributable  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system. 

Measles  was  much  less  in  evidence  during  1969  but  this  year  was 
predictable  as 'anon  epidemic  year  and  it  vdll  be  interesting  to  know  vrtiat 
effect  mass  immunisation  against  the  disease  will  have  during  1971  vrfien 
measles  is  again  expected  in  epidemic  form.  It  is  unfortunate,  perhaps, 
that  the  publicity  given  to  the  side  effects  of  a certain  type  of  measles 
vaccine  in  a very  few  cases  out  of  very  many  thousands  of  immunisations 
given  has  adversely  affected  the  r esponse  to  the  can^aign.  For  several 
years  now  no  cases  of  diphtheria  nor  of  poliomyelitis  have  been  recorded. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning,  dysentery,  typhoid  or  para-typhoid  fevers 
have  been  recorded  although  there  has  been  t he  usual  crop  of  unidentified 
short  term  cases  of  diarrhoea  and/or  vomiting.  Infective  Jaundice 
notifications  have  declined  to  1 compared  with  20  in  1968, 

Preventive  measures  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus  were  continued  as  routino  measures  among  children  at  clinics 
and  schools  in  the  area.  Measles  immunisations,  started  in  1968,  was  also 
pursued  in  1969  but  the  response  was  poor. 

Tuberculin  testing  in  schools  followed  by  B.C.G,  immunisation  was 
continued  both  among  school  entrants  and  at  11  years  of  age  onwards. 

Contact  tracing  and  early  reference  of  tuberculin  positive  cases  to 
specialist  control  were  established  routine  practises. 

Slum  clearance  was  pressed  forward  with  vigour  and  many  visits  were 
paid  to  poor  premises  for  various  reasons  including  illness,  management 
difficulties,  problem  cases  and  others# 

The  attendances  at  the  three  Maternity  & Child  Ifelfare  Clinics  were 
satisfactory  but  the  decline  in  ante-natal  visits  continued  - a decline 
which  follows  a .national  pattern  and  is  due  to  the  increasing  participation 
of  the  geheral  practitioner  in  this  field  of  medicine.  The  relaxation 
classes  and  classes  in  mothercraft  have  been  moderately  sudeessful,  and 
the  cervical  smear  test  clinics  are  proving  to  bo  satisfactorily  attended. 

The  chiropody  clinics  in  operation  in  your  area  have  been  increased 
but  still  there  is  no  prospect  of  home  chiropody  service  as  yet. 

In  the  sphere  of  social  services  and  since  the  inauguration  of  a 
central  office  at  VH-llington,  which  includes  health  visitors,  mental  & 
social  welfare  services,  home-help  service,  chiropody  and  medical  officer 
of  health,  a much  greater  degree  of  co-ordination  and  co-operation  has 
been  achieved,  a fact  which’  the  general  public  are  beginning  to  realise 
more  and  more  to  be  to  their  benefit. 

The  water  and  milk  supplies  to  your  area  continued  to  be  satisfactory 
and  gave  no  cause  for  alarm  from  a public  health  point  of  view. 

lour  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  appended  his  repoirb  to  this

In  conclusion  the  state  of  public  health  in  your  area  for  1969  was 
satisfactory#

4.  SCHOOLS  - Occasional  inspections  bf  schools  in  the  district  were  made  in 
connection  with  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  and  canteen  facilities. 

No  nuisances  were  reported. 

5.  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  - During  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December, 
1969,  282  properties  were  inspected  and  the'  number  of  infestations  and 
reinfestations  was  233.  Treatment  was  carried  out  accordingly.  No  charge  is 
made  for  the  treatment  of  domestic  property  but  shops  and  agricultural 
hereditaments  are  treated  on  a cost  plus  supervision  basis.,  Close  supervision 
of  the  Council’s  refuse  tips,  and  .sewage  works  continued  during  the  year. 

6.  SMOKE  ABATEJyjENT  - Industrial  smoke  pollution  cannot  be  considered  a major 
problem  in  this  semi-rural  area  and  informal  action  sufficed  to  deal  with 
isolated  complaints  of  smoking  chimneys,  bxi^ng  rubbish  etc.

10.  FOOD  ETC . COI^iDEI-ljED  - During  the  year  19  tons  5 cwts.  1 qr.  1 st.  5 lbs,  of 
fresh  meat  and  7 cwts.  3 qrs.  6 lbs.  of  miscellaneous  tinned  food  and  loose 
provisions  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Condemned  carcase 
meat  is  disposed  of  by  the  trade  to  local  firms  for  processing  including  the 
manufacture  of  animal  foods  and  this  involves  much  time -absorbing  supervision 
by  the  meat  inspectors.  Unsound  tinned  food  and  loose  provisions  are 
destroyed  at  the  Council's  refuse  tips.  Carcases  affected  with  C. -Bovis  are 
subjected  to  refrigeration  for  periods  of  two  to  three  weeks  at  the  prescribed 
temperature .
